For Snch Mechanical Contrivances. - 

Closely allied to the periodically re¬ 
curring claims for the production of per¬ 
petual motion are the class-of. exhibi¬ 
tions which have been profitable to their 
inventors by organizing companies 
throngh active promoters, upon evi¬ 
dence, for instance, that a few drops of 
water can.produce a pressure of 10,000 
pounds per square inch, as though this 
was tantamount to the performance of a 
useful amount of work. 

Again, there is. the line of pseudo ex¬ 
perimentation, based upon the oft re ■ 
peated assertion- that harmony of sound 
can set up such motion as to produce 
large mechanical effects, such as the 
rotation -of machines, or act with ex¬ 
plosive power in gnus. All such devices 
may properly be considered as perpetual 
motion machines, for in such cases the 
power manifested is much greater than 
that required for its initiation, and it 
must follow that the machine, after 
supplying itself with such initiatory 
excitement, will have much surplus en¬ 
ergy left over for useful purposes; if the 
facts are as stated. In fact, such surplus 
energy has been looked for hy the pro¬ 
moters, hut has not yet so far revealed 
itself as to render feasible the construc¬ 
tion of machines of practical use and 
commercial value. 

The means to carry on exhibitions of 
such reputed inventions are obtained 
from Widely scattered sources. Gener¬ 
ally those who have furnished the capi¬ 
tal are not interested in .the exposure of 
the frauds or do not realize that advan¬ 
tage is being taken of their credulity, 
while those who are not pecuniarily in¬ 
terested are afforded no opportunity to 
prove the correctness of their assump¬ 
tion as to the fraudulent nature of the 
display. The floating of such schemes is 
much too easy, as the ordinary tendency 
of the human min’d is to freely believe, 
that remarkable results maybe obtained 
from modem scientific methods. This 
faith leads many to venture at least 
small investments, in the hope that 
large returns will he realized, and I fear 
this tendency will continue to exist as 
long as faith without reason'is domi¬ 
nant in many minds.—Professor Cole 
man Sellers in Cassier’s Magazine

Giveii Away 
Every Mouth 


One of the most interesting 4 charities 
44 in operation in this city, and one which 
is probably less knoWn than any oth¬ 
er, is that which is designated in the 
register of Trinity church as “the Leake 
dole of bread. ” 

Since 1792 this practical benefaction 
has been in constant operation, and it 
would he exceedingly difficult to com¬ 
pute the great amount of good it has 
done and the number of hungry persons 
it has fed. The dole is a bequest by 
John‘Leake, a long forgotten million! 
aire and philanthropist, who, with John 
Watts, founded the well known Leake 
and Watts Orphan U«use, which is still 
in existence in this city. The portion of 
his will in which the bequest is made 
reads as follows: 

“I hereby give and bequeath unto the 
rector and inhabitants of the Protestant 
Episcopal church of the state of New 
York £1,000, put out at interest, to be 
-laid out in the annual'income in six¬ 
penny wheaten loaves of bread and dis¬ 
tributed on every Sabbath morning, 
after divine service, to snch poor as 
shall appear most deserving. ” 

This wish has been faithfully canned 
out with one exception. The regular’ 
communicants of the church will no 
doubt, wonder, for not; more perhaps 
than 100 of them have ever noticed the 
dispensation of “sixpenny wheaten 
loaves of bread” after the morning 
service, 

• Nearly ^10 years ago, when the dis¬ 
tributing station Was. transferred from 
Trinity church to the shadow of old St. 
John’s at. 40 Vaiick street, it was' 
deemed wise to change the weekly day 
of distribution from. Sunday to Satur¬ 
day and thus obviate the publicity and 
lessen the pain to the pride of the recip¬ 
ients, for some of them were, and" even 
now are, not only communicants of the 
church, but people who at one time had 
been among the most Wealthy of the 
congregation. Every Saturday morning 
between 7 and 8 o’clock there are deliv¬ 
ered into a recess of the gaunt ecclesi¬ 
astical structure 67 loaves of wholesome 
fresh bread of the kind known as “home¬ 
made,” each loaf being worth about 10 
cents.’ While not exactly “sixpenny 
loaves,” they are' as near that price as 
is possible to obtain, and no one has 
yet ventured an attempt to break the 
will owing to this slight divergency or 
the fact of the. change of date of distri¬ 
bution. ’ , 

The loaves are piled upon a long set¬ 
tee in the vestibule, where those lucky 
enough to he considered as “appearing 
to he the most deserving” either call or, 
send for them. There are at present just 
18 of these pensioners, and others" are 
constantly waiting to take the places, of 
those whom death has claimed. The 
loaves are distributed in varying num¬ 
bers, some persons being entitled to - 
four, while others receive only two, 
this being regulated by the size of the 
family. The loaves are distributed 
without ostentation, and although one 
of the -“official representatives of the 
; church iif present he is lax in the amount 
of vigilance 4 displayed, allowing the 
pensioners-to enter the vestry and help 
: themselves to their allotted share, and 
it is a matter of record that not Once 
has any one made tho mistake of taking 
an extra loaf. ." 

Shortly before 8 o’clock every Satur¬ 
day the 18 chosen as descrying beuefi- 
ciaries. or their 4 messengers begin to ap¬ 
pear, The first one to call yesterday 
morning vf as an impoverished looking 
woman bowed With age, who, the. sex-; 
ton said, lifis been 4 making- the same 
weekly trip for nesirly 30 years. While 
thin and emaciated she still bore the 
impress of refinement, and her dress,' 
although threadbare, was - remarkably 
clean and neat. 

With a slight inclination of the-head 
she wished the sexton “Good morning,” 
and quietly dropped two loaves of bread 
in the basket she carried, after first 
carefully wrapping them in a piece of 
newspaper. As she slowly walked down 
the stone paved yard toward the gate 4 
she staggered - under her load, and her 
evident refinement led The Sun reporter 
to ask who she was. : A 

“She is one of our oldest pensioners, ” 
replied the sexton, “and has for over 30 
years never missed a Saturday, rain or 
shine. She was once one of the wealth¬ 
iest of »New York’s women -residents, 
but an ungrateful son, after gambling 
away her fortune, left her destitute, and 
•has never been heard-from since. It is 
one of the pathetic stories most of these 
people could tell. ” .. A, 

In direct opposition to this case was 
that of a gray haired n egress, who, al¬ 
though more than 80 years old, is .Still 
quite spry, and entered' the vestibule 
with a “Momin, mussa, ” in. a’ manner 
which indicated that she very probably 
is a m'anumitted slave. After a slight 
interchange of, conversation she shuffled . 
away, apparently happy, -

was asked for an explanation of this he 
replied that, although he had noticed tit, 
He was unable to give'auy reason “un¬ 
less, he added, ‘ ‘they haven’t- any. ’ ’— 44

The Greatest Fxplosion of Gunpowder the 
World Has Ever Known. 

The greatest explosion of gunpowder 
the world has ever known took place at 
the Du Pouts’ works on the 7th of Octo¬ 
ber, 1890. , With their usual cautious 
policy the Dn Pouts have never stated 
just how great a quantity of powder 5 ex¬ 
ploded at this time, but it is certain, 
that three magazines and three mills in 
the upper yard were blown up, one alter 
another, and a safe estimate will put 
the quantity of powder exploded at 150 
tons. Tn this explosion 18 men and 1 
woman were instantly killed, while 22 
men and 9 women were injured, some 
fatally. • 

The explosion occurred a little after 3 
O’clock in the afternoon. It began in the 
magazine for hexagonal powder, the 
Mud used in large guns, and the most 
dangerous, being made not in grains, 
but in reddish, six sided cakes about an 
inch and a half in diameter, and an inch 
thick, with a small hole running through 
•the center. These cakes look like noth¬ 
ing so much as the nuts on a wagon 
wheel. At the time of the exjlfesion 
.cakes of powder were being packed into 
large wooden boxes lined with tin, each 
box being about 8 feet square. The tin 
.linings projected above the tops of the 
foxes about two inches, aud when a box 
was packed were folded down over a tin 
cover fitted closely npoii the cakes of 
powder. ■ It was the duty of one of the 
workmen, William. Green, to solder 
these tin edges down upon the tin cover, 
a hot iron being used for this purpose. 

On the day in question what he had 
feared came to pass. A fellow work¬ 
man, William McGarvey, was bringing 
him the hot irons from a oharcoakbrazier 
about 25 yards distant. Green stood at 
the door of the open rhagazine, and all 
around him were uncovered boxes filled 
with the hexagonal powder ready to be 
sealed and stowed away. There were 
also dozens of boxes that had been 
sealed. - Just what happened will'never 
be known, for. 1 neither Green nor Me 
.Garvey was left 'to tell the 'story. But 
the probability is one^of the-.soldering 
irons was a little too hot, and.by touch¬ 
ing a particle of dirt on^the tin cover 
produced the deadly spark. —-Cleveland 
Moffett in McClure’s Magazine.
